Wan Stransrcly Fulfilled. 


Delnnruty, the director of the Paris 


observatory, was one of the most kindly 
and attractive men I ever met, says 
Professor Simon Newcomb in The At- 
lantic. I found it hopeless to expect 
that he would ever visit Amerion, be- 
comes he assured me that he did not 
dare to venture on the ocean. The only 
voyage he had ever made was across the 
channel to receive a gold medal of the 
Royal Astronomical society for his 
work.

I believe, hia brother, had been drown- 
ed, and this fact gave him a horror of 
the water. He seemed to feel somewhat 
aa the clients of the ascrologists, who, 
having been told bow they were to die, 
took every precaution to prevent it. I 
remember, as a boy, reading a history of 
astrology, in which a great many cases 
of this sort were described, the pecu- 
liarity being that the very measures 
which tho victim took to avoid the de- 
cree of fate became the engines that ex- 
eonted it.
